SUBJECT: 8 August 1978 Briefing on Covert Action of the Senate Select 2 5X1 
Committee on Intelligence ! |

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5. Q Because Senator Hart was not present at the beginning of the 


hearing, Mr* McMahon began with the ’’infrastructure slice briefing. 


This briefing was part of an agreement reached with the Committee staff. 
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The original request, in the FY--1978 authorization report, was for a . 
written analysis of each covert action infrastructure asset. This require¬ 
ment was deferred pending review of the infrastructure by the Special 
Coordinating Committee of the National Security Council, which finally 
took place on 16 May 1978. At a meeting between Agency representatives 
and Committee staff, an agreement was reached to modify the original 
request to a general paper on the infrastructure, plus an oral, more 
detailed briefing on the infrastructure assets of a few stations. The 
paper was submitted on 26 July. The infrastructure slice briefing
